tion. 
“ in the fall we shall hold four dis­ 
trict corn and canning fairs and a 
- final big round-up

I Woodstock, when the cash prizes w ill 
he awarded. 
“ Right now there 
are 
ten 
farm 
women’s clubs In the county and more 
In th** making. 
We have three com­ 
munity clubs 
the Hebron, Pleasant

and we’re going to keep right on 
plugging until the whole county is 
dotted 
with 
rural organizations of 
this sort.
